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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Masubuchi 
(6,051,768). 

Masubuchi teaches a structure for fixing an operation button unit, the unit comprising: 
a front panel of a cabinet 3 (comprising of 3 and 16; please see fig. 1); 
a frame 4a (comprising of 4a, 4b and 6); 
an operation button 4 hinged to the frame 4a; 

the button 4 responsive to a push from a front side (please refer to attached fig, 1); 

an engagement piece 9a extending downwards and engages a slot (fig. 1; Webster's 
Collegiate defined as a narrow passage or an enclosure) made in a bottom plate of the cabinet; 
and 

a tapped boss (fig. 1; no reference number) for the frame to be screwed to the upper side 
of the tapped boss. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 2 is allowed. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 2 is allowed 
over the prior art of record. Current invention teaches a structure for fixing an operation button 
unit having a bendable integrally formed curved hook, the hook further having a nail at its free 
end to engage a rear facing aperture of the front panel. Claimed structure for engaging and 
holding the operation button are neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record.
